5. That the institution does not promise or agree to
any right or ©privilege 1n respect to professional
examinations or to the practice of any profession in
violation of the laws of this State.+

6. That the institution does not offer inducements that
are designed to deceive the prospective student or make any
promises which it does not have the present means or
ability to perform.

7. That the institution complies with Section 4.5 of

this Act.
If the examination shows that the applicant has such
qualifications a certificate of approval shall be issued.
